Health Center 
Law Deferred 
Due to several changes in the 
original measure, passage of an 
emergency ordinance establishing 
a health center in Palm Springs 
was deferred Wednesday night by 
city council until November 18. 
The first measure was intro­ 
duced November 4 and was slat­ 
ed for adoption this week. At 
Wednesday night’s meeting it was 
shelved and the new measure in­ 
troduced for first reading. Legal 
technicalities caused the delay. 
The measure provided for the 
establishment of the center at 
the new building recently com­ 
pleted at 299 East Amado Road, 
sets up a governing board, de­ 
fines the board’s duties and pro­ 
vides for financial arrangements. 
Purpose of the health center, 
which will not be a municipal

W arren Sweeps 
State, Phillips 
Sent to Congress

Palm Springs voters were in 
line with the general state senti­ 
ment last Tuesday with but one 
exception. 
They gave Warren a rousing 
majority, favored 
Houser over 
Patterson, and went strong for 
Jordan, which • was what the 
state, in general, did. But they 
like Ware better than they did 
Kenny and this was contrary to 
the general state sentiment. 
PHILLIPS IS WINNER 
State Senator John Phillips, 
Republican, Banning 
resident, 
will be the first congressman to 
represent the newly formed 22nd 
state district in congress. 
In Riverside county, Phillips 
rolled up a 6500 lead over his 
democratic opponent. N. E. West 
of Laguna Beach. Palm Springs 
gave Phillips, 463, West 223. 
Phillips also carried Imperial and 
Orange counties by substantial 
margins and his majority in the 
entire district was 10,912 with 
but a few precincts missing. 
ALMOST CLEAN SWEEP 
The state, as a whole, made 
almost a clean sweep of the Olson 
administration. Only Democrat 
certain to be returned to office 
was State Senator Robert Kenny 
who defeated Wallace Ware, Re­ 
publican, for the office of attor­ 
ney general. 
Earl Warren, whose plurality 
over incumbent Culbert Olson 
grew steadily as returns came in, 
outlined an eight-point reorgani­ 
zation program, said "I’m not go­ 
ing to do anything like Olson 
did" and then mapped plans for 
a fishing trip far from telephones 
and polities. 
RACE IS CLOSE 
The contest between Fred 
Houser and Ellis Patterson for 
the lieutenant governorship was 
so close that count of the absen­ 
tee ballots may have to decide it. 
Palm Springs was in line with 
the state sentiment on the Hot 
Cargo measure, voting 474 to 190 
to outlaw secondary boycotts. In 
the state the majority of Yes 
votes may reach 200,000 on this 
measure. 
On proposition No. 4, repeal 
of the state income tax, Palm 
Springs voted 314 yes to 263 no. 
In the state, however, the pro­ 
position was defeated. 
THE LOCAL VOTE 
In the gubernatorial race, the 
village gave W arren 572 to Ol­ 
son’s 198; it favored Houser over 
Patterson for the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor's office, 471 to 265; went 
for Jordan over Peek in the .state 
secretary contest, 422 to 292 and 
backed losing candidate Ware for 
the attorney generalship over 
Kenny, 410 to 301. 
During the day, Tuesday, 794 
residents of Palm Springs .town­ 
ship went to the polls, siightly 
less than half of the registration 
of 1686.

T hat 
is perfectly all right, but it seem s 
to us th at students could add 10

i is not a m ore sure investm ent 
¡than Defense Stam ps and if stu d ­ 
ents 
can

It m ay 
not be like putting money in the 
bank, but still it will certainly 
be gratifying at the end of ten 
years to receive bonds w ith liber­ 
al interest. 
Now, if the school has gone 
to the trouble of acquiring these 
Stam ps for students it should be 
the patriotic duty of every one 
to invest 10 p er cent of his or 
her w ages in Defense Stamps.

THE GAMBEL SPARROW 
Zonotrichia leucophrys gambeli 


Human tourists are not the only 
ones who come and go w ith the 
seasons on the desert; the Gam- 
bel Sparrow has long 
been 
a 
m em ber of 
th at 
select 
group 
which leaves just before the sum ­ 
m er heat begins and returns in 
time -for th e mild w inter. Indeed, 
this bird travels 
even 
further 
than those other tourists, as it 
often spends the sum m er as far 
north as the MacKenzie regions 
and A laska. 


We can easily recognize this 
little trav eler by the m arkings 
of its head; three brilliant w hite 
stripes, bounded by jet black. The 
lowest strip e on each side of the 
ihead continues forward over the 
eye and to the base of the beak. 


In the proper season, it is to 
be found in nearly any locality 
of the desert, but Palm Springs 
is particularly blessed w ith large 
num bers. A nd I say “blessed” 
advisedly, for it is hard to think 
of another 
bird-com panion 
so 
cheerful and so harm less. The 
Gambel Sparrow is a social bird, 
and alw ays travels in fairly large 
flocks. B ecause they travel to­ 
gether, they seem to appear quite 
suddenly in the late sum m er; one 
day there w ill not be a one to 
be seen, and the next day your 
whole y ard w ill ring w ith their 
tw ittering whistles. 
Few birds are more w ary than 
this one; th e flocks, which quite 
often forage on the ground, never 
get out of quick reach of a 
thicket of som e sort, and at the 
first hint of danger, every bird 
runs into its shelter im m ediately. 
A fter they are 
safely 
hidden, 
they show a great deal of curiosi­ 
ty in w ondering w hat it was that 
scared them , and they peer this 
way 
and 
th at 
through 
the 
branches w ithout ever showing 
them selves completely. They do 
not long persist at this activity, 
however, and if the danger con­ 
tinues to seem im minent, they 
slip aw ay singly and in sm all 
groups to m ore private grounds. 
And if they discover th at the 
danger w as only im aginary, or is 
past, they slowly venture back 
to their feeding. 
It is quite usual to see the 
adult m ales bullying the rest of 
a feeding-party. If a saucy young­ 
ster or a fem ale does not scram-

WHEN those airplanes roared up Palm Can­ 
yon drive, not far over the heads of pedestrians 
and traffic, rocking and rolling as they went, it 
may have been a thrill for a lot of Villagers but it 
was a distinct menace for approximately 125 of 
our future citizens.

Wednesday 
thousands of young men laid dowrn their arms end­ 
ing the greatest war in the history of the world up 
to that time. Many of their comrades had lost their 
lives in the titanic struggle which they believed 
would insure safety for the democracies for all 
time to come. 
“The war to end wars,” it had been acclaimed; 
fcut now these same men are bidding farewell to 
their own sons and sending them out “to make the 
world safe for democracy” in a war that, in area 
covered and the number of people involved, far 
overshadows the struggle in which they were a 
part. 
That they and we were wrong in assuming 
that their sacrifices had forever banished war 
from this earth in no way dims the luster of the 
heroes of 1917-1918. The world owes them a debt 
of gratitude that a bonus and pensions will never 
repay.We were among those Americans, who could 
not vision another world war or look ahead and 
realize w hat membership of the United States in 
a League of Nations would mean to the peace of 
the world should another dictator aspire to grab 
by force of arms lands to which he had no right. 
That such a catastrophe has come to pass is no 
reflection on the principals on which the democ­ 
racies are founded. It only proves that as long as 
some men are selfish, egotistical, grasping, merci­ 
less, the ideal can only be maintained by an army 
and navy, under the command of the freedom lov­ 
ing nations, so large that the threat of such a war 
can never again raise its ugly head. 


The Gypsies' Last Encampment 
Only a Gypsy—or a true American hobo— 
could experience to the full the nostalgic sadness 
which overshadowed an encampment of 300 gyp­ 
sies at Belleville, Illinois. Outwardly the meeting 
was gay and happy; for the nomads had traveled 
great distances, in their battered old automobiles 
and trailers, to attend that joy of a Gypsy’s heart 
— the celebration of a child marriage. 
The groom, aged 9, and the bride, 11, were 
from Virginia and Wisconsin, respectively, vir­ 
tual next-door neighbors, as Gypsies regard dist­ 
ance. Pigs, turkeys, chickens and lambs were 
cooked on spits. The black-eyed women were 
dressed in festival finery, in jewels and flashing 
colors. The principals played with the other child 
ren until time for the ceremony, which took 20 
minutes. They will live, in Gypsy custom, as bro­ 
ther and sister, in the groom’s father’s house until 
old enough for the civil marriage. 
At last the oldest man rose and said slowly: 
“This will be the last encampment for us while 
the w ar lasts. Gas and tire rationing are putting 
an end to our roving days. Many of us already are 
fighting and working in war industries. No one 
place is our home; but the roads we have wandered 
on are America’s roads; all America is our home 
and fatherland. We must fight for America. That 
is our desire and our duty.” 
The hobo of yesteryear, listening in the night 
to the far, deep voice of a locomotive, realizing 
that he must resist its call and respond in the morn­ 
ing. and every morning, to the w ar plant’s whistle, 
would understand the quaver in the old Gypsy’s 
voice. An O. Henry would do much with the theme 
of America’s nomads in war-time.

A fter filling 
out the governm ent application, 
if the motorist believes he is en­ 
titled to more than the A book’s 
240 miles per month, he m ust ap ­ 
ply for a B book or if one of the 
select defense catagories, a C 
book.

Mr. Lippma stressed the im port­ 
ance of listing the serial num bers 
of all tires and of selling any tires 
in excess of five per car to the 
governm ent through the Railway 
express agency.
